Another 100 Jobs in 
Fort Erie are in jeopar¬ 
dy. 

On Monday, Jarvis 
Street Pharma went into 
bankruptcy with MNP 
Ltd., a Canadian firm 
specializing in corporate 
insolvency and restruc¬ 
turing, taking over as 
receivers. 

For senior employees 
of the plant like Wally 


Stevens, the potential 
loss of earned income, 
benefits, vacation pay 
and severance is a con- 

"We have to take what 
we can get right now. It's 
day-to-day," said the 
packaging manager who 
has worked at the phar¬ 
maceutical manufactur¬ 
ing company for 32 years. 
"It's either that, or noth¬ 


ing 


Stevens and the other 
tnployees of the plant 
ere informed through a 


letter sent on Friday stat¬ 
ing the company became 
bankrupt following 
numerous attempts in 
applying for extensions 
to restructure under the 
Bankruptcy and 

Insolvency Act. The plant 
has been closed since 
then. 

"The receiver is autho¬ 
rized, among other 
things, to receive, pre¬ 
serve and protect the 
property, and to manage, 
operate and carry on the 
business of the company 


... The engagement may 
be terminated by the 
receiver at any time with¬ 
out advance notice," 
states the letter obtained 
by QMI Agency. 

On Monday, the plant's 
parking lot was nearly 
empty by 11 a.m. and a 
locksmith was on the 
property changing the 

Ephriam Kandelshein, 
President of Jarvis Street 
Pharma, and Sheldon 
Title, a chartered accoun¬ 
tant with MNP Ltd., met 


with 

Tuesday to discuss their 
employment options. 

"We're trying to start 
up operations for an 
orderly liquidation of the 
plant and we're hoping 
that will last six months 
or so," said Kandelshein. 
"We don't have many 
customers, but the ones 
we do have we're trying 
to provide some level of 
service to them." 

In the letter, MNP Ltd. 
asked employees to sign 
a waiver if they wish to

continue working as an 
independent contractor, 
but that they have "no 
obligation to (employ¬ 
ees) with respect to 
wages, benefits or vaca- 
n pay." 


Title said he couldn't 
put a timeframe on how 
much longer operations 
at the plant would be 
going on for. 

"We're hopeful at the 
very least the process 
will allow employees a 
continued source of 
work. For how long, we 
don't know, but we're 
hoping good things will 
happen as a result." 

He said until the liqui¬ 
dation is completed, 
there is a chance a pur¬ 
chaser could save the 
facility. 

Jim Thibert, Fort Erie's 
Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation 
(EDTC) general manager, 
said the task force com¬ 
prising of the EDTC, the 
town, the company and 
the International 
Association of Machinists 
and Aerospace Workers, 
the union who represents 
some of the workers in 
the plant, have been In 
talks with a company for 
more than a year and a 
half to purchase a por¬ 
tion of the plant. 

"It would help keep 
jobs here, not all of them, 
but it's something. It's a 
whole lot better than 
abandoning the place to 
rats and mice," 
said Thibert.

Dear Editor, 


I am writing to compli¬ 
ment all those involved in 
the parade, concert and fire¬ 
works. I have not visited the 
town of Fort Erie except to go 
to the Racetrack and Casino 
and happened to see an 
advertisement for last week¬ 
end's festivities. 

Being unfamiliar with the 
streets of Fort Erie, I found 
the Parade Parking at the 
racetrack and the shutde 
very efficient. My compan¬ 
ion is mildly handicapped 
and can't walk very far, so 
your shuttle service was 
excellent, particularly for the 
evening events at Fort Erie. 
We couldn't have asked for 
better service. 

We found all of the events 
very patriotic and inspiring. I 
was particularly impressed 
with the inclusion of all of 
the participants in the War of 
1812, particularly the First 
Nations people. 

I am aware that a program 
like this takes much plan¬ 
ning and I commend all 
involved for a job well done. 

There was, however, one 
blemish on an otherwise 
wonderftd day spent in Fort 


Erie. We arrived at the Fort 
early in order to get a good 
location for our lawn chairs. 
After we found a spot and 
setded in, we noticed a group 
placing blue tarps on the 
ground to reserve the area 
for what I assumed was a 
group who had participated 
in the parade. 

This turned out to be cor¬ 
rect and a group of Navy 
Cadets took their places soon 
after. I realize that this group 
consists of younger individu¬ 
als who found some of the 
festivities, particularly the 
speeches, less than interest¬ 
ing, but they behaved very 
rudely throughout the eve¬ 
ning. 

They never made any pre¬ 
tence of following the eve¬ 
ning's program, they contin¬ 
ually carried on their own 
conversations at a level that 
disturbed everyone around 
them. I complained to a vol¬ 
unteer in a red shirt and she 
must have said something to 
one of the "responsible 
adults", because someone 
shushed them up momen- 

While the cadets behavior 
was unfortunate, I hold the 
adult leaders completely at 
fault because it was their 


responsibility to provide 
guidance and instruct the 
youngsters how to conduct 
themselves. They failed and 
the result was that people 
sitting around the cadets 
became frustrated and 
annoyed. It seemed like the 
adults were more interested 
in sitting therearofthe group 
socializing among them¬ 
selves than controlling the 
behavior of the group. 

The conduct of the whole 
group was deplorable and an 
insult to all the performing 
groups who spend hours of 
practice, the volunteers who 
also invested their time and 
energy, and the public who 
came to enjoy the evening's 
program. 

I have no idea how one 
would contact the governing 
body of this organization, 
but someone should advise 
them that if these young 
people cannot conduct 
themselves in an appropri¬ 
ate manner, they should do 
us all a favor and stay home. 
They certainly did not reflect 
well on their organization.

Speedway hearing 
wraps up

Now, it's a matter of wait¬ 
ing for a verdict. 

After nearly two weeks of 


at the municipal and region¬ 
al levels, related to the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
(CMS), the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB) has 
heard all the information it 
needs to render a decision, 
on the merits of the approx¬ 
imately 800-acre project 
that has been trying to build 
in Fort Erie, since 2009. 

It was taken to the OMB 
after a number of appeals 
were made, by residents and 
groups who said the $400 
million facility would not 
provide the economic 
impact that its supporters 
believe it will, will be harm¬ 
ful to the environment and 
create too much noise and 
traffic in the community. 

On Thursday, final state¬ 
ments were heard by the 
OMB member Susan 
Schiller, who presided over 
the hearing, that began on 

There appeals to three 
planning instruments used 
to get to this stage in the 
approval process: the Town 
of Fort Erie's official plan 
amendment, the Niagara 
Region's official plan 
amendment and a zoning 
by-law amendment made 
by the Town of Fort Erie. 

The first to speak was the 
lawyer representing the 
Town of Fort Erie, Paul 


Demello. 

He began by saying the 
legal counsel in favour of 
the project have strong 

"It will be our submission 
that the appeals filed against 
these documents should be 
dismissed by this board," 
said Demello. 

Only two appellants 
remained after the Citizens 
Coalition of Greater Fort 
Erie, a grass-roots organiza¬ 
tion that was founded to 
dispute the project, settled 
with the Canadian Motor 
Speedway, before the hear¬ 
ing started. 

One other private indi¬ 
vidual withdrew his appeal, 
leaving Brian Kenney and 
the Preservation of 
Agricultural Lands Society 
(PALS) as the two parties 
fighting the project. 

Demello said Kenney only 
asked one question and did 
not bring any witnesses to 
the bench. 

PALS's statements sug¬ 
gested the project will have 
a negative impact on the 
environment for a number 
of reasons, suggesting it 
conflicts with provincial 
agricultural policies and 
will be harmful to the envi¬ 
ronment. 

No timeline was given, on 
how long it will take for the 
board to render its deci- 

The OMB is a provincial 
agency that hears appeals 
over approvals made at the 
municipal level, investigat¬ 
ing planning, proper land 
use and other areas.
